FACTORY LAWS. 
HOW THE FAR EAST IS 
CHANCING. 

The International Labour Or- 
ganisation of the League of 
Nations at Geneva has been cx- 
tremely gratified at the progress in 
Jabour legislation now becoming 
apparent in the Far East. The 
effect of the new Chinese Factory 
Law, the progress of the Japancse 
social Jaws and the new Indian 
Merchant Shipping Bill are indica- 
tions of the way in which the tide}. 

is setting. " 

At the ebeginning, as is only 
natural, the chief type of new law 
passed is humanitarian In charac- 
ter. For instance, In Egypt, which 
is nota Member of the Interna- 
tional Labour Organisation, steps 
are belng taken to introduce a new 
labour code with especial referenco 
to. children. In a recent number 
of the International Labour Review 
(the monthly publication of the 
International Labour Office), there 
was an article by Dame Adelaide 
Anderson on. child workers in 
Egypt.

passed and to draft a complete 
code of industrial legislation.

STATE OF UNREST. 


Paris, Yesterday,

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STORY OF COFFEE IN 
- JAVA. 


The Industry Saved by 
“ Robusta Coffee.” 


CULTIVATION METHODS. 


An Interesting article on coffee 
cultivation in Java is reprinted in 
the Tropical Agriculturist from 
tte International Review of Agri- 
culture as follows:— — 

In the eighteenth century and 
in the first half of the nineteenth 
century ‘Java coffee” (“Coffea 
arabica”) ‘was cultivated on a 
large seale by the natives under 
the pressure of the Government. 
After 1870 this culture “was also 
slarted by private people and com- | 
panies working with European 
capital, and Eust Java became the 


centre of coffee growing in the 
Dutch East Indies, 
This flourishing industry wag 


brought to an end by the leaf dis 
ense (“Hemileia vastatrix”) which 


quickly spread over the whole Ar- 
chipelago. At present “Java 
Coffee” (‘Coffea arabica") is only 
to be found an some estates high 
up the mountains and is cultivat- 
el hy the natives‘in some parts 
of the other islands (Bali, Suma- 
tra. Celebes, Flores, Timor), At 
that time newly-imported, Liberian 
coffee (“Coffea liberica’”) seemed 
less susceptible to the leaf disease. 
and was planted to a certain ex-" 
tent, but after a few years it be- 
gun to be more and more attack- 
ed and at last it was also great- 
ly devastated. 

On many estates where arabica 
and liberiea were cultivated next 
to each other, cross fertilisation 
‘took, place and in the nurseries 
hybrids appeared among the ‘seed- 
lings. One of these, originated at 
the plantation “Kawisari” was es- 
pecially considered worth cultivat. 
ing and at present this hybrid is 
cultivated on a fairly large seale 
Jon different estates. It is a re- 

matkable fact that this hybrid, 

originated from parents both very 
liable. to leaf disease, is resist- 
ant. 

The salvation of the coffee in- 
dustry was the importation in 1900 
of the “robusta coftee.” This 
species proved to be vzry suitable 
for’ the conditions in the Dutch 
Kast Indies and it is at present 
one of the most important crop 
plants, both for the estates and 
for the: natives, In 1927 and 1928 
each of theso two groups produc- 


ed about 60,000 tons of coffee.)

In this and in many other pro- 
blems much use has been derived 
from the co-operative efforts of 
and the practical 
plinter. The scientific work is 
done . by the staff of the Coffee 
Experiment Station, Malang, and 
the experiments on the plantations 
uve done in close collaboration 
with the planter., Formerly © it 
could be. said that the plonters 
merely followed in their fathers’ 
footsteps but now they accept the 
ativice of the scientists. 

Owing. to the practising of 
scientific methods in orchard work 
and on account of its cheap labour 
Netherlands Indies is, as regards 
coffee culture, in a strong posi- 
tion and may regard its future 
with equanimity. 

One of the important measures 
which have reduced the cost price 
by ‘increasing the production has 
been the use of green manures. 

By a judicial use of shade trees 
the damage caused by heavy winds 
and also that caused by long 
drought—as often occur in East 
Java—is avoided, 

Improvement of the planting 
material is obtained by using seed 
of trees which excel in production 
and in other favourable charac- 
‘teristics, ‘such as large-sized 
berries, and by this measure the 
present robusta trees are, taken 
as a whole, superior to those ori- 
ginally imported. 

Robusta coffee js exported pri- 
marily to Holland—for more than 
one-fourth of the total—while al- 
mbst as much is-’ shipped to 
France. The United States, Singa- 
pore, and Spain are also import- 
ant purchasers. 

“Coffee Arabica.” 

Of the native coffee industries 
in the Dutch East Indies, that of 
the island of Bali is very interest- 
ing.

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RAILWAY RATES. 


NO ALTERATION FOR THE 
PRESENT. 


The railway companies in Great 
Britain have decided. for the pre- 
sent not to increase — their rates, 
although the revenues have fallen 
heavily. The companies will re- | 
serve the right to ask for increases, 
later, Mr. Coledeacon, secretary of 
the Rates and Charges Committee 
and secretary of the Railway Com- ! 
panies’ Association, stated at the 
Railway Rates Tribunal at the 
Law Courts.

Explorers to Search 
Eastern Turkestan. 


EXPEDITION TO CENTRAL ASIA. 


The Sunday Times learns that 
a new quest for the “Missing Link” 


is to be made in Central Asia, 
which many scientista believe to 
have been man’s earliest home. 


Elliot Smith, wha 
was in China last Autumn, states 
expedition is now going 
from Peking to the valley of the! 
Tarim, in Eastern Turkestan, 
there ta seck traces of the most 
primitive forms of human life, or 
of the apes fram which man—ac- 
cording to the theories of modern 
science—was evolved, 

The expedition will be led by 
Pere Teilhard dé Chardin and a 
Chinese palacontologist, Dr. C. C. 
Young, both of whom were in the 
expedition which discovered the 
“Peking ‘Man” in 1929, 

Father Teilhard de Chardin is 
one of the very highest authorities 
on the fossil] remains of mammals 
in Asia. : 

Professor Davidson Black, of the 
“Peking Man” expedition, believes 
that important discoveries bearing 
on the beginnings of human life 
may be found near the sources of 
the Tarim. This river flaws for 
1,500 miles across Central Asia till) 
it loses itself in the Lob-nor Lake. 
No systematic exploration has been 
made there. 

Ancient Breeding-Ground. 

There is a theory that myriads 
of ages ago—it may be a million 
or millions—the climate . of 
that part of the world was highly 
favourable ta mammalian life, and 
that it became a breeding-ground

where originated great groups of 


animals now spread over the world. 

Extraordinary hauls of ‘fossils 
have been made. Dr. Sven Hedin's 
expedition, in 1927-28, found’ thirty 
dinosaurs. Mr. Roy Chapman An- 
drews, the American explorer, dis- 
covered traces of a’ Stone Age 
culture in the Central Asian 
wastes, and evidence of a popula- 
tion of millions of human beings. 
That, he thinks, was about 20,000 
years ago, 

There are high hones of the 
Tarim Valley Expedition. At first 
it will be a sort of reconnaissance 
—a search for sites suitable tor 
excavation, 

“Events of great importance to 
scientific research may be expected 
shortly,” Professor Elliot Smith 
tald the Sunday Times; and no one 
speaks with higher authority. 

“Some people suggeat,” he con: 
tinued, that the area where the 
cave containing the fossils of the 
“Peking Man” was found in De- 
cember, 1929, is the home of the 
human fanily. 

“The objection to that theory is 
that the “Peking Man" js only one 
of three contemporaries, the others 
being the ‘Ape-Man’ of Java, found 
in 1891, and the ‘Piltdown Man’ 
found in Sussex in 1912, 

“Early fossils of apes of the

* It is announced that the Prince of 
Wales Theatre, Coventry Street, W., 
will be offered for sale by auction at

For a number of 
years it rivalled the Savoy itself and 
Daly's later asa home of comic 
opern—a notable success in this 
domain being “La Poupee,” which 
was produced in 1897 and ran for 
nearly two years, “Miss Hook of 
Holland,” “Lady Madcap,” and “The 
School-girl” (with ‘Misa Edna May 
as Lilian Leigh) are more recent 
memories. .

ADDRESS TO ROTARIANS. 

How the advent of the nero- 
plane had solved many difficult 
transport problems in Central 
and South America was explain. 
ed to Rotarians at. the weekly. 
tiffin yesterday by Mr. William 
Moss, of the foreign sales depart- 
ment of the Dalton Adding Ma- 
chine Company. 

Mr. Moss took his listeners on 
a lightning tour of these areas, 
indicating the routes on a large 
wall map. In Colombia, he said, 
the Germans had ‘operated a finc 
air Service for a riumber of years, 
which had revolutionised the 
transport problem. The possibi- 
lities of acrial transport in this 
region were still enormous, in 
many districts travelling stil!

‘Virgin Islands’ Decline.
